FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  28th  FEBRUARY,  1935. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  sub¬ 
mitting  their  Annual  Report  and  Abstract  of  Accounts  for  the 
past  year. 

It  is  with  regret  that  your  Committee  have  to  repo  t  the 
death  of  Thomas  Purves,  Esq.,  J.P.,  a  Vice-President  of  the 
Institution.  He  had  a  long  connection  with,  and  took  a  keen 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Infirmary. 

Appendix  No.  1  shews  a  further  large  increase  in  the  work 
done  by  the  Infirmary  in  the  health  services  of  the  Borough 
and  District.  It  has  been  a  particularly  heavy  year,  the  total 
number  of  In-patients  being  572,  an  increase  of  59  over  last 
year;  moreover  operations  requiring  an  anaesthetic,  number 
517,  being  48  more  than  the  previous  year. 

In  the  Out-patients  department  the  large  number  of  cases 
recorded  last  year  has  been  maintained,  758  patients  receiving 
treatment  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  daily  visits 
made  by  these  patients  being  2,994.  In  addition,  79  patients 
received  gratuitous  treatment  from  the  Dental  Surgeons  of  the 
Institution. 

The  up-to-date  X-Ray  apparatus  is  proving  a  great  boon 
and  giving  most  excellent  service.  A  total  of  718  Radiographs 
have  been  taken  during  the  year,  which  is  an  increase  of  135 
over  last  year.  This  large  volume  of  work  takes  up  a  great 
deal  of  our  Radiographer’s  time,  and  we  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  Mr  Erskine  for  his  very  valuable  services  in  this 
department. 

The  Abstract  of  Accounts  for  the  year  under  review,  duly 
audited  by  Mr  J.  Y.  Elder,  shews  an  increase  of  ordinary 
income  over  last  year  of  £23  10s  Od,  and  a  decrease  of 
expenditure  of  £327  19s  7d,  and  while  the  financial  position  is 
thus  an  improvement  on  that  of  last  year,  we  are  faced  with 
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a  deficit  of  £367  Is  6d  on  the  year’s  working.  In  other  words, 
the  Bank  Overdraft  of  £11  10s  7d  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year  is  increased  to  £378  12s  Id  at  28th  February,  1935. 

The  Annual  Donations,  as  shewn  by  Appendix  No.  3, 
amounting  to  £479  13s  lid,  shew  an  increase  of  £50  10s  lid 
compared  with  last  year’s  figures.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  note 
that  there  is  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  subscribers. 
Your  Committee  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  all  for 
their  kind  generosity,  and  to  assure  them  it  is  greatly  needed 
and  much  appreciated.  We  beg  to  make  special  mention  of 
the  amounts  received  from  the  Berwick  Infirmary  Football 
Cup  Competition,  (£110,  which  brings  the  grand  total  to 
£1,162  9s  5d  since  its  inception  in  1923),  the  Infirmary  Ball 
Committee,  proceeds  of  dance  at  Horncliffe,  Prudential  Assur¬ 
ance  Co.,  Northumberland  County  Council,  Linen  Fund, 
Berwick  Grammar  School,  Tweedside  Co-operative  Society, 
proceeds  of  Whist  Drive  at  Mordington,  and  Bridge  Drive  at 
Waterloo  Hotel. 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  for  the  year  amount  to 
£171  11s  Id.  The  Appendix  No.  4  sets  out  the  amount 
received  from  the  different  districts,  and  the  names  o' 
Collectors.  Your  Committee  congratulate  the  ladies  on  this 
excellent  result,  and  would  ask  them  to  accept  and  also 
to  convey  to  all  their  subscribers,  their  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation. 

Hospital  Sunday  Collections  (Appendix  No.  5)  shew  an 
increase  of  £4  13s  Id  over  last  year  in  the  sum  of  £55  5s  9d, 
and  to  all  those  Churches  and  Religious  Institutions  which 
have  taken  up  collections  on  our  behalf  we  beg  to  offer 
our  thanks. 

Appendix  No.  6.  The  result  of  the  League  of  Subscribers’ 
work  for  the  year  is  to  create  for  themselves  a  record  in  the 
sum  of  £495  7s  4d,  an  increase  of  no  less  than  £50  14s  9d  over 
last  year.  Your  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  the  diligent  work 
of  the  Joint  Secretaries,  Mr  J.  Robertson  and  Mr  C.  P.  Martin, 
and  their  Committee  during  the  past  year.  We  are  glad  that 
their  labours  have  been  so  successful,  and  pleased  to  ob  gp-'T7"0 
that  several  new  names  appear  in  the  schedule.  To  all  the 
members  of  the  League  we  beg  to  express  our  appreciation  not 
only  for  the  magnificent  sum  of  money  contributed,  but  for  the 
valuable  and  practical  work  which  they  are  doing  in  showing 
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such  a  fine  and  cordial  understanding  for  the  general  welfare  of 
the  Institution. 

In  Appendix  No.  7  is  shewn  a  record  of  attendances  of  the 
Committee  during  the  year.  There  have  been  fourteen  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Management  Committee. 

Your  Committee  are  much  indebted,  and  would  like  to 
express  their  thanks  to  the  Local  Press  for  the  voluntary 
publication  of  the  annual  and  monthly  Reports  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Institution. 

Warmest  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  who  so  kindly  give 
fruit,  flowers,  game,  vegetables,  books,  periodicals  (The  Radio 
Times) ,  etc.,  for  use  of  the  patients.  They  can  be  assured  that 
their  gifts  are  greatly  appreciated. 

We  again  take  this  annual  opportunity  of  placing  on  record 
the  admiration  and  thanks  of  your  Committee  towards  the 
Hon.  Medical  and  Dental  Staff,  whose  service  is  continuous, 
and  freely  given  at  all  times.  We  also  take  the  opportunity 
and  pleasure  of  offering  our  hearty  congratulations  to  our 
Senior  Medical  Officer,  Dr  W.  B.  Mackay,  upon  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  fifty  years  as  a  Medical  Graduate,  and  to 
acknowledge  with  gratitude  his  long  association  as  an  active 
member  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Institution  —  since  1S87. 
We  express  the  hope  that  he  may  be  long  spared  amongst  us  to 
continue  the  great  work. 

It  is  desired  to  make  special  mention  of  the  work  of  the 
permanent  staff  of  the  Institution  during  what  has  been  a 
strenuous  year.  At  times  the  capacity  of  the  Institution  has 
been  taxed  to  the  utmost,  but  the  staff,  under  the  direction  of 
our  capable  Matron,  have  always  risen  to  the  occasion.  We 
acknowledge  their  services  with  sincere  thanks. 

Two  members  of  Committee,  Mr  W.  T.  Hogartli  and  Mr  D. 
Redpath,  retire  by  rotation  according  to  rule,  and  are  not 
eligible  for  re-election  this  year. 

Before  closing  this  Report,  your  Committee  feel  it  is 
necessary  to  make  reference  to  the  position  revealed  by 
the  Abstract  of  Accounts.  There  has  been  no  expenditure  of 
an  extraordinary  nature  during  the  year,  and  every  economy 
has  been  exercised,  yet  we  have  to  report  a  further  large 
increase  in  our  Bank  Overdraft.  We  realise,  of  course,  that 
these  yetars  of  economic  crisis  and  depression  have  had 
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detrimental  effect  on  the  revenue  of  hospitals,  and  have  also 
raised  the  cost  of  maintenance,  but  the  knowledge  of  these 
facts  does  not  give  us  any  material  help  in  our  present 
financial  difficulty.  What  is  required  now  is  a  substantial 
increase  in  our  income  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demands 
made  upon  the  Institution.  Your  Committee  are  giving  greater 
services  than  they  can  afford,  but  they  feel  certain  you 
will  respond  to  this*  appeal,  and  so  enable  them  to  continue 
same  without  anv  curtailment.
